One of the most beautiful minor pocins ot 
Milton, how slightly obscure in some pas- 
sages trom the use antiquated phrases, 
and in one instance strongly imbued with 
the author's political feelings, is his Monody 
of Lycidas. This was written in Milton's 
29th year, on the occasion of the untimely 
death of his friend, Mr. John King, who wax 
drowned in the pussage from England to 
Ireland. The character of the peem is pas- 
toral, it being assumed that the author and 
his lamented friend were brother shepherds

Voting and legislating are no 
more to be excepted from the governance of 
Christian principles than any other duties 
of manhood or citizenship. And we are 
only true to Christianity and consistent with 
our professions of it, when we do all things 
in the love and craving of its benignity, un- 
der the power of its sanctions, and beneath 
its hallowed sway.

The project is the 
more to be dreaded, because it has been so 
studiously concealed from large portions ot 
the people, and eyen been actually denicd 
by many deeply in the secrets of the prime 
movers. It would seem, toe, that the plan 
is not fairly licked into shape, and assumes 
new forms as it progresses. ‘The new plan 
of retaining the State constitution for the 
Southern portion, and making the mining 
portion territorial for the present, is more 
cunning,and perhaps more practicable than 
the other; but it would still have to be sub- 
mitted to Congress, and would meet there, | 
hope, with insuperable obstacles. Still, 
if fhe question of slavery could be,as I know 
it cannot be, at the present day, entirely 
separated from the question of division, | 
should not only not oppose division, but 
would plead most earnestly for it. But the 
stern resolve must be, of the citizens both of 
@regon and California, No slavery on the Pa- 
fic. This is eminently the paradise of the 
Iaboring@nan. Let those men ai! be free- 
men, independent of any master ; let. then 
be the owners of their fields, yes, and the 
owners of themselves too; let them feel a 
pride i in acquiring, adorning, and enjoying 
2 home of their own, and they will then be 
ever ready and able to defend it.

A member of the Legislature, it 
appears, has given notice of his intention to 
introduce “an act to require the perform- 
ance of special contracts for personal ser- 
vice.” 

Some of our agricultural gentlemen, who 
own large tracts of land, and would like to 
have them cultivated by somebody, find them- 
selves greatly annoyed by a certain propen- 
sity our farm-laborers have, of putting off 
to the mines when they (the laborers) 

choose. They also find it equally inconve- 
nient to allow to their laborers quite so 
large a share of their profits in the shape of 
wages ; they would prefer, doubtless, some 
contrivance by which the produce should 
be raised at the rate of wages common in 
the older States; and be sold at the prices of 
Galifornia. If, therefore, they can get a 
law, and enforce it, to keep their laborers at 
low wages, the problem will be solved, un- 
fil competition reduces the prices to’ the 
standard of the wages. 
Most of your readers are probably aware 
that peonage is a system of slavery for debt; 
at the commencement of which the serf, or 
laborer, voluntarily contracts to work out 
the debt by personal service. He haz, in- 
jdeed, nominally, the right to emancipate 
himself at any time by purchase, if he can 
raise the money; but in practice, as carried 
out in Mexico, both himself and family are 
involved in servitude for life. The master 
usually furnishes to the peon 
ary supplies for himself and {amily ; charg- 
ing such prices as he sees fit; and he usual- 
ly does see fit so to graduate his prices as to 
keep the peon on the wrong side of the debt. 
Ignorance, servility, want of patriotism, 
and more degrading and criminal vices, find 
their appropriate home in a community in 
which such a domestic institution is cher- 
ished. It is unquestionably to this asa

bility to defend herself, which has placed 
her in strong contrast to a nation where the 
defenders of the soil, own it, as well as cul- 
tivate it; and who feel that the rights which 
they have are worth preserving. But what 
motive has a man to fight fora country, 
when to him a change of national jurisdic- 
tion is buta change of masters. Nay, more, 
perhaps, as in the case of our late Mexican 
war, the nation against which he is forced 
to fight, comes to proffer him his freedom. 
In Mexico | believe the law of peonage 
attaches to all colors and complexions and 
sexes alike, it being understood that the be- 
ginning of servitude is by the voluntary 
sale of the individual by himself. Mexico 
does at least recognize the right of a man to 
himself.. But precisely what races or colors, 
or tribes are to be subject to our new com 
pulsory laws, I am not yet rightly informed. 
To force an Anglo-Saxon to work against 
his will, must, 1 presume, be deeemed de- 
cidedly unconstitutional: but then there will 
| still be an ample assortment to choose from; 
the Kanakas, the Chinese, the Malays, the 
Lascars, the copper.colored Kamschatkans 
or Northern Indians, the darker and Digger 
tribes, the innumerable strains, and mix- 
tures of the Arabic-Spanish-Indian breeds, 
and lastly the numerous shades of the wool- 
ly headed Africans. 

Some have suggested that the old fash- 
ioned system of “ redemplioners,” long since 
used and exploded in Peunsylvania and 
Maryland, might be adopted in regard to 
the Chinese, By this plan shipmasters are 
encouraged to import laborers (and pau- 
pers too) as freight, on condition that the 
person so imported shall be sold to serve 


for a term of years to pay the price of pas- 
sage. There is nothing morally wrong in 
this, provided all parties are well apprised 
of the conditions before-hand, and the per- 
formance of the contract is left to the honor 
of the laborer, or secured by thapecuniary 
liability of a third person. If this were the 
case, great care would be used in the selec- 
4ion of the person to be imported, or other- 
wise the practice would soon die out 
through the worthlessness of the immi- 
grants, and consequent insecurity to the im- 
porter. 

Neither does it yet appear by what pow- 
ers these ‘contracts for personal service’ are 
to be ‘enforced. Imprisonment for debt is 
contrary to an express article of our Const 
tution, and it is hoped always will be. Will 
stripes be resorted to.’ Will this barbarous 
practice, this ‘crucl and unnecessary pun- 
ishinent, unworthy of even a half Christian 
nation, be resorted to, to enforce a_ civil 
contract‘ Will this be done in a State that 
exempts from scizure a homestead worth 
#5000, and guarantees, as far as_ possible, 
to every citizen cultivator, one hundred and 
sixty acres of land? It would be well to 
inquire, too, how far this plan may be de- 
signed to facilitate the introduction of Affi- 
can slaves, under the guise of ‘free negroes’ 
from the Southern States; and whether it 
does not belong to the same category as the 
bills of Mr. Crabb, for otherwise disposing of 
slaves and free negroes, and that of Mr. Gra- 
ham, for altcring the constitution.

The government is administered 
by vo chiefs, one superintending civil, the 
other religious affairs. The first of these 
is styled Emir, and boasts an uninterrupted 
deseent from Ebia Sedi, founder of the gov- 
ernment. The command of the army, the 
internal control of temporal matters, and 
the‘administration of three or four Bedouin 
tribes, confederated with the Wahhabis, fall 
within his jurisdiction. 

‘The Wahhabis made themselves gene- 
rally known at the commencement of the 
present century by the conquest of the same 
cities which have now again fallen into their 
power. Mecea was captured in 1803, and 
Medjna in 1804, Unmolested by the Porte, 
thes: embroiled in the endless intrigues of 
Janizaries, or by the Pacha of Egypt, 
equally involved with the Mamelukes, they 
swept in triumph over the whole of Arabia 
from the Persian Gulf to Babelmandel, and 
reduced Ajeppo, Damascus, and the rest of 
Syrja, under their barbaric rule. Mehemet 
Ali murdered the Mamelukes in 1811, and 
and before another year had ended, recap 
tured the two sacred cities, and contracted 
the Wahhabian dominion step by step, un- 
til by the yietory of Tahalite, the race was 
alnjost annihilated, [brahim Pacha, in 1818s,
